drug or the extra-|label use of a prescription drug by any

means in t he absence of a valid
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veterinarian-client-patient relationship.

2. The determnation by a circuit court that a |licensee
or certificate holder is subject to involuntary adm ssion or
judicial admssion as provided in the Mental Health and
Devel opnental Disabilities Code operates as an automatic
suspensi on. The suspension will end only upon a finding by
a court that the patient is no | onger subject to involuntary
adm ssion or judicial admssion and issues an order so
finding and discharging t he patient; and upon t he
recommendation of the Board to the Director that the |icensee
or certificate holder be allowed to resune his practice.

rai sed. A person who owns, has possession of, or harbors 5
or less females capable of reproduction shall not be
considered a cattery operator.

"Animal control facility" neans any facility operated by
or under contract for the State, county, or any nunicipa
corporation or political subdivision of the State for the
purpose of inpounding or harboring seized, stray, honeless,
abandoned or unwanted dogs, cats, and other animals. "Aninma
control facility" also neans any veterinary hospital or
clinic operated by a veterinarian or veterinarians |icensed
under the Veterinary Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of
2004 1994 which operates for the above nentioned purpose in

addition to its customary purposes.
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"Ani mal shelter” neans a facility operated, owned, or
mai ntained by a duly incorporated humane society, aninal

shel ter™ also nmeans any veterinary hospital or <clinic

"Foster home" means an entity that accepts the
responsibility for stewardship of aninmals that are the
obligation of an animal shelter, not to exceed 4 animals at
any given tine.

(c) "Director" neans the Director of the Departnent.

(d) "Domestic living situation" neans a residence where
the eligible adult lives alone or with his or her famly or a
caregiver, or others, or a board and care hone or other
communi ty-based unlicensed facility, but is not:

(1) Alicensed facility as defined in Section 1-113

of the Nursing Hone Care Act;
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(2) A "life care facility" as defined in the Life

(3) A hone, institution, or other place operated by

t he federal governnment or agency thereof or by the State

of I'llinois;

(4) A hospital, sanitarium or other institution,
the principal activity or Dbusiness of which is the

di agnosis, <care, and treatnent of human ill ness through

t he mai ntenance and operation of organized facilities

therefor, which is required to be licensed under the

Hospital Licensing Act;

(5 A "community living facility" as defined in the

Community Living Facilities Licensing Act;
